Prosecution before the Primary Examiner is hereby reopened, the Final Rejection 
dated November 29, 2006 is withdrawn, and the proposed amendment filed December 
21 . 2006 has been entered . 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7, 8 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which Applicant regards as the invention. The temn "the band" (claims 7 and 8, first line) 
lacks antecedent basis, and is therefore indefinite. Applicant is advised that an 
amendment changing the dependency of claims 7 and 8 from claim 1 to claim 6 would 
overcome this portion of the rejection. Also, the recitation that the liner has axial ends 
that are attached between the outer cage and "the lid" (claim 26) Is somewhat indefinite, 
since it is not clear which lid (i.e. first or second) is intended. 

Claims 1 , 3-6, 9-13 and 1 5-25 are allowed . Claims 7, 8 and 26 would also be 
allowed if amended to overcome the above rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112.
